A war departm ent co mmunique 
said .heavy infantry fighting o c­ 
curred at several po ints o n the 
peninsula with ho stile dive-bo mb­ 
ers active o verhead, but all attacks 
were repulsed by the American* 
Filipino defenders. 
In the duel between the Co rregi- 
do r string o f fo rtificatio ns at the 
en’-ance to Manila bay and the 
hidden Japanese guns which have 
been bo mbarding the fo rts fo r sev­ 
eral day s, the fo rts’ guns sco red 
several direct hits o n enemy bat­ 
teries. 
‘Fighting •• l"cres»lng’ 
Yesterday Gen. MacArthur had 
repo rted: 
‘‘Fighting is increasing in intens­ 
ity o n o ur left.” 
This and to day ’s co mmuniques 
Indicated that a new Japanese o f> 
fensive is develo ping in the Philip­ 
pines.

o f heavy aerial bo mbardment o f 
the American-Filipino po sitio n. 
The Japanese, the war depart­ 
ment co mmunique disclo sed, gain­ 
ed so me gro und against MacArth- 
ur’s right, which ’ is ancho red o n 
Manila bay . The enemy , ho wever, 
was thro wn back In a sharp co un­ 
ter-attack. 
Details o f the heavy fighting o n 
the left, o r China sea. flank were 
no t disclo sed, but It is o n that side 
o f the peninsula that the Japanese 
have been u.sing suicide detach­ 
ments in a co stly and futile at­ 
tempt to turn MacArthur’s line. 
Brig. Gen. Clinto n Pierce co m­ 
mented Saturday o n the sacrifice 
nature o f such o peratio ns when he 
talked to Clark Lee, The Asso ciated

‘Jap« Are Rotten Shot«' 
Pierce, who hid a to e sho t o ff 
by a Japanese sniper the o ther day , 
declared:

That wo rd came fro m Maj. Gen. Henry Go rdo n Bennett, co m­ 
mander o f the Australian fo rces, in who se zo ne in the mangro ve, 
swamps and rubber plantatio ns o f the no rthwestern sho re the 
invaders first stnick. 
“We have taken o ur stand o n a stro ng line and are o rganizing 
an attack which it is ho ped will reco ver as much as po ssible o f the 
lo st terrain,” Bennett said, thus ho lding o ut but slim ho pe that the 
Japanese can be dislo dged readily . 
The stro ng Japanese landing has turned Singapo re’s o rdeal o f 
shellfire and bo mbs In th© last week o f siege fro m the o ppo site ^ o ra 
o f Jo ho re strait into a man-to -man, weai>o n-to -wcapo n struggle. 
Tbe Japanese declared that their beach heads are so well co n­ 
so lidated that tanks already had been ferried acro ss to bo lsPer their 
sho ck tro o ps.

W hile this seemed quite po ssible, there was no co nfirmatio n fro m 
Singapo re. 
Likewise unco nfirmed was a ro undabo ut repo rt that Japanese 
parachutists had been dumped behind the fo rward defense po sitio ns 
and already had engaged a British detachm ent. 
The parachutist sto ry —vla To ky o , the Oslo radio and R euters-^ 
said also that the Japanese fleet Is ready fo r attack near Singapo re 
"at any mo ment.” 
In such a fight Singapo re’s m o nater guns—as heavy as 18 inches 
—might well get In their first go o d licks fo r they were designed pri­ 
marily to co ver the sea appro aches.

MacArthur Forces 
Crush Japs Again, 
Silence Siege Guns 


Invaders Repulsed 
In Fierce Clash 
For Bataan

Gen. Douglas MacArthur re­ 
ported today his troops on Ba­ 
taan peninsula in the Philip­ 
pines repulsed new attacks by 
the Japanese while the Manila 
bay fortifications silenced sev­ 
eral enemy big gun siege bat­ 
teries on the Cavite shore.

Gen. Frits 
Todt, 50, who literally paved the 
way for Adolf H itler’s armies, has 
been killed on the eastern front. 
The German press told its read­ 
ers today that the famed Todt was 
killed in an air accident yesterday 
"while carrying through his mili­ 
tary task in the east.” 
Todt, 
who 
was 
reicheminister 
of munitions as well as a con­ 
struction 
wizard, has 
been 
pre­ 
sented to the Germans as the mas­ 
ter 
builder, 
the 
super-engineer, 
ever since his completion of the 
Siegfried line to guard Germany’s 
western front. 
Almost everyone who saw Todt’s 
handiwork acknowieged 
th at he 
was indeed an engineer of the 
first order and an organizer of 
talent. The works of his organiza­ 
tion in putting down bridges to re­ 
place the hundreds dynamited by 
the Dutch, Belgians and French 
drew praise from even his coun­ 
try's enemies. 
He was the fourth high-placed 
Nazi to die in unusual circum­ 
stances since the war began.

The Japanese fought their way into the fortress isle of 
Singapore today on a 10-mile front, threatening to overrun tho 
once powerful British base, but after several hours of bloody 
fighting the situation was reported officially to be “ well in 
hand ”, 
That word came from Ma j. Gen. Henry Gordon Bennett, com­ 
mander of the Australian forces, in whose zone in the mangrove, 
swamps and rubber plantations of the northwestern shore the 
invaders first struck. 
"W e have taken our stand on a strong line and are organizing 
an attack which it is hoped will recover as much as possible of the 
lost terrain,” Bennett. Bald, thus holding out but slim hope that the 
Japanese can be dislodged readily. 
T he strong Japanese landing has turned Singapore’s ordeal of 
shellfire and bombs in the last week of siege from the opposite shore 
of Johore strait into a man-to-man, weapon-to-weapon struggle. 
The Japanese declared that their beach heads are so well con­ 
solidated th at tanks already had been ferried across to bolster their 
shock troops. 
N 
Batavia Bombed For First Tim* 
W hile this seemed quite possible, there was no confirmation from 
Singapore. 
Likewise unconfirmed was a roundabout report, that Japanese 
parachutists had been dumped behind the forward defense positions 
and already had engaged a British detachm ent. 
The parachutist story—-via Tokyo, the Oslo radio and Reuters—^ 
said also th at the Japanese fleet is ready for attack near Singapore 
"at any moment." 
In such a fight Singapore’s m onster guns—as heavy as 18 inches 
—m ight well get Ut their d ra t good licks for they were designed pri­ 
marily to cover the sea approaches. 
W hile the fate of Singapore thus bangs in the balance, Japanese 
airmen, bombing Batavia for the first tim e, stepped up their air a t­ 
tacks on The N etherlands E ast Bodies—a development taken a t 
Batavia, th e capital, to be a prelude to an attem pted landing chi Java. 
Java, principal island of the N.E.T., is the site of the United Nations'

T he im portance of Java’s defense mounts in ratio to the Japanese 
successes on Singapore.

A London Informant said that the B ritish have opened a sharp 
counter-attack on the Japanese attacking Singapore island.

SURVEY by Rep. Samuel A. W elts, Polllb-bcrn 
congressman of Glassport, Pa., showing thou­ 
sands of selectees with income tax payments due 
and nothing saved to m eet them seems to leave 
only one course open.

OREOVER, the immense scope 
and depth of the American 
reserves require leadership and ad­ 
ministration and management of a 
much higher order than are needed 
to mobilize a sm aller and a poor­ 
er (Wintry. The Japanese war lords 
and the N ail officials have ex­ 
hibited a skill and an Ingenuity 
which it would be silly to under­ 
estim ate. 
Almost certainly the very fact 
that they have had to make much 
out of little has.

T OS ANGELES — One of our New York readers 
writes that he can produce evidence of a most 
flagrant case of war boarding by a certain party in 
that city and wants to know if we think the infor­ 
mation should be submitted to the FBI or some 
other government agency.

Moat convenient of many applica­ 
tions are the special lamps made for the purpose 
So-called sunlamps provide the "near” ultra-violet 
found in sunlight. The "germicidal” lamps produce 
•far" ultra violet used for sterilization. Any Incan­ 
descent lamp radiates most of its energy in the infra 
red. When only infra-red is Important, as in drying 
operations, the lamp filament is run at low tem­ 
perature to give extra long life.

So after he had learned all tho 
local choirm aster could teach him. 
young Jaroff was sent to the Im­ 
perial Choral school in St. Peters­ 
burg where his talent was brought 
to the attention of the Grand Duch­ 
ess Marie whose protege he be­ 
came. 
With the World war, Jaroff, a 
stripling Cossack of seventeen re­ 
ceived a lieutenant’s commission in 
the Imperial machine gun corps, 
and served until his country sur­ 
rendered. Jaroff then fought in the 
Crimea with Gen. W rongers W hite 
army, and eventually was Interned 
with half of the Cossack division 
In the Te.helenglr prison camp near 
Constantinople. 
Around the campfire at night, 
these stalw art sons of the Don 
singing of their homeland awoke 
the choral 
inetlncta In .Taroff> 
breast. Boon he found himself con­ 
ducting his fellow prisoners with 
true choral decorum. 
Homesick Prisoners Sing 
Transferred to the cramp at Lem­ 
nos and reunited with the other 
half of their division, the homesick 
Cossacks were groomed by Jaroff 
for 15 months until there emerged 
a brilliant chorus of 34 whose fame 
spread outside the prison walls. 
Invited to sing in the embassy 
church, they became In 1921 the 
official choir of 1he HL Sofia Cath­ 
edral In the Bulgarian capital, and 
for three years people streamed 
from all over Europe to listen to 
them as at a abrine. 
One of the worshippers, am im­ 
presario, offered Jaroff a tour of 
Europe, then America, Africa, and 
A ustralia until today the Cossacks 
are long past their 4,000-ooncert 
mark. 
All 34 of these singers are ser­ 
ious about improving their broken 
English, and good-naturedly warn 
all who converse with them that 
“a half-hour with us and you also 
will speak bad language". 
Enjoy U. B. Freedom 
The Don Cossacks enjoy most 
the feeling of freedom In this land 
where they are not required to sub­ 
m it to inspection whenever they 
board a train or register at a bo­ 
tel. Consequently each trip they 
cheerfully face the IJ. 8. customs 
officials knowing that eatlafiylng 
these officers admits them to lib­ 
erty. 
There are certain erroneous Im­ 
pressions regarding the political 
coloration of 8erge Jaroffs chorus. 
The Don Cossacks, Including their 
director, were born and bred In 
im perial Russia, and left for west­ 
ern Europe and then America fol­ 


lowing the Revolution in that coun­ 
try. 
The Chorus left because none 
of its members tolerated the re­ 
gime, and they all sought to make, 
musical 
careers 
for 
themselves 
among the democratic nations of 
the world. They have no sympathy 
or patience with the current gov­ 
ernm ent of the Soviet Union. 
As musical performers their sole 
object is to capture, through their 
brilliant and unique choral sing­ 
ing and dancing, the spirit and 
folk-lore of old Russia. 
Have Sslf-Discipline 
The company qf Don Cossack 
choristers maintains its high ar­ 
tistic standards with the rigid self- 
discipline of the crack cavalry reg 
iment of which they were mem­ 
bers in the days of the czar. 
At the start of each season, the 
34 giant singers m eet in solemn 
conclave to elect their governing 
committee of 15, a general admin­ 
istrator, and a staff of lieutenants 
who m ust execute to the last de­ 
tail the complicated routine of this 
extraordinary body. 
The chorus is divided into eight 
squads of four. Director Jaroff and 
a business manager are exempted 
The adjutant • in-charge-of-hotels 
and 
luggage 
keeps 
each 
squad 
within its quota of five medium 
sized suitcases: four for clothes 
and one for cooking utensils. The 
Cossack singers are addicted to 
their native recipes, and so the 
adjutant-iu-charge-of - hotels, 
when 
reserving 24 rooms on one floor 
m ust secure cooking privileges. 
Keeping the company on sched­ 
ule between concert appearance Is 
an assignment for the adjutant-ln- 
charge-of-travel, who awakens each 
member by knocking on his door 
a t IO minute Intervals starting an 
hour before bus or train time, in 
stubborn cases, this polite persis­ 
tency is sometimes abandoned for 
a pitcher of lee water. 
Strict About Attendance 
Besides two officers of finance 
and public relations, there is a 
lieutenant of internal decorum who 
checks on attendance at rehearsals 
and concerts. A strict sliding scale 
of penalties for infractions is as 
follows: $5 for lateness. $10 for 
absence from a rehearsal, and $20 
for absence from a concert. 
In two decades of singing only 
once was this rule exercised. A 
basso prof undo had a hangover and 
didn't show up for an early re­ 
hearsal. 
A bluff and hearty company.

times, the Don Cossacks also have 
provided against adversity by es­ 
tablishing sick, charity and other 
welfare funds, thus making for a 
completely 
independent, 
self-sus­ 
taining and self-governing organ­ 
ization. 
About half of the wives of the 
15 married Cossacks are now in the 
United States. The others are fev­ 
erishly awaiting the clearing of 
visas and quotas to enable them to 
rejoin their husbands In New York. 
Twenty-three » f the 34 fingers 
will become full naturalized citi­ 
zens in li lt , and tho rem aining 
l l will follow snit shortly after. All 
are in love with this country, and 
assert they already feel at home 
here.

It’s Here For ‘Duration’ 


As Clocks Move Ahead 


Says Defeat Of Nazis Within 


Year’s Time Is Possible

^yA SHIN G TO N, Feb. 9—The na- 
Hon went on “war time" to­ 
day. with all official clocks moved 
ahead one hour—for the duration. 
The change-over wa# somewhat 
comparable to the action taken by 
other belligerent nations when the 
war began more than two years 
ago and goes a step farther than 
“daylight eaving" time established 
in the last w-ar. In that conflict, 
this nation m oved. its clocks up 
only from March to October. 
“W ar 
tim e”—President 
Roose­ 
velt so named It—became effec­ 
tive by law at 2 a. m. standard 
time in each of the four time zone# 
which divide the country. 
Transportation services and the 
radio industry look for little con­ 
fusion. Indeed, they have been ad­ 
vocating the nationwide step on a 
year ’round basta to supplant sum­ 
mer daylight time observance spot­ 
ted over the country. 
Proponents of the measure have 
asserted that the advanced time 
will 
contribute 
to 
the 
nations 
available electric power supply by 
leveling off some of the demand 
peaks.

changes In transportation or radio 
scheduled as a result of the new; 
time 
standards. 
The only 
real I 
change 
occasioned 
by 
“faster’’ 
time 
will 
the relation 
between 
clocks and sun, which will rise 
and set an hour later, as far as 
the United States is concerned. 
The law provides for a return 
to the old standards in the na­ 
tion’s time zones six months after 
the end of the war. People who 
lost an hour's sleep last night will 
regain it then.

12, Wrthday of 
Ab raham Lincoln, comes with­ 
in two day s of the 81st anniver­ 
sary of the time the "G reat Eman­ 
cipator” pas.sed through the dis­ 
trict enroute to b e Inagurated as 
the 16th president of the United 
States. It wa« on Feb . 14. 1861, 
trlct enroute to b e inaugurated as 
war president. 
Just 57 day s later occurred the

the union. 
It was around this "Union pole” 
that the military organizations of 
the day assemb led to drill.

memb ers drilled in the streets and 
otherwise made preparations for 
the on-coming cla« h.

So tense was the situation in 
the country when Lincoln made 
his memorab le trip through this 
j locality that in April 25. 1861, the 
first contingent of soldiers from 
this vicinity left W ellsvllle to b e­ 
come a part of the Union force« , 
j This was just 13 day s after Fort 
I Sut!ipter.

Feb. 12, birthday of 
Abraham Lincoln, comes with­ 
in two days of the 81st anniver­ 
sary of the time the "Great Eman­ 
cipator” passed through the dis­ 
trict enroute to be inagurated as 
the 16th president of the United 
States. It wa* on Feb. 14, 1861, 
trict enroute to be inaugurated as 
war president. 
Just 57 days later occurred the 
"Pearl Harbor of the Civil W ar”, 
when Fort Sumpter was fired up­ 
on by Confederate forces. 
At the tim e of the President­ 
elect trip, “Union” was on the 
tongue of every citizen of the lo­ 
cality, while the word “secession” 
brought dark looks and unfavor­ 
able comment.

t N CANADA aud the northern 
i 
United States, rheumatic fev er 
hecomes one of the most serious 
health problems in winter, prob- 
arbly riv aling pneumonia and the 
respiratory 
infections. 
As 
one 
g oes south, it is of le.ss freq uency 
and sev erity. 
The reason that rheum atic fev er 
is of such g reat importance lies 
not in the fact that it is in itself 
such a deadly disease, but on ac­ 
count of the complications in the 
heart. 
About half of all org anic 
heart disease in middle ag © can 
be traced to an attack of rheu­ 
matic 
fev er 
in 
childhood 
and 
youth. 
While we know rheumatic fev er 
is due to a g erm, this g erm has 
not been identified and we hav e 
no prev entiv e serum. We must de­ 
pend upon attem pts to control It 
fhroueh such factors as protection 
ag ainst 
climatic, conditions 
and 
poor housing . 
Influence Of Climate 
The influence of climate is well 
shown by the study made by Drs. 
Paul and Dixon of rheumatic fev er 
on different Indian reserv ations in 
the United 
Stales and 
Canada, 
niv lding these reserv ations into 
three g roups depending on their 
g eog raphic locations we find that 
in the northern g roup rheum atic 
heart disease« « occurred at the 
rate of ft percent. 
In the middle 
and more tem perate climate, it oc-1 
ciirred at the rate of about 4 p e r-, 
cent, and in mild and southern cli- 
mates It occurred at the rate of 
le« s than 1 percent. 
Other factors which enter into 
the prev alence of'rheum atic fev er 
are housing , clothing and protec­ 
tion 
ag ainst 
cold 
and 
damp 
weather. Still another w'hich was 
found 
to be v ery im portant in 
many parts of the country was the 
presence of protectiv e foods In the 
dietary.

Infected tonsils and to a certain 
extent teeth, are also found to be 
causativ e factors. 
I m p o r t a nc e Of Re» t 
As to treatm ent, it is not pos- 
sibfe to place too much Insistence 
on the enjoinment of rest for a 
long period after the attack has 
subsided. 
• In the acute period the infection 
attacks the joints, causing fev er, 
sweating and pain. W'hen this is 
ov er, the patient feels so g ood 
that he usually wants to g et up, 
but wise care demands that these 
TMitlentfl should spend at least six 
week» in bed after the subsidence 
of all joint eymptomk. 
This was once dram atically pre­ 
sented to me In my practice in th© 
case of two children whose fami­ 
lies liv ed next door to each other. 
Both children were attacked al­ 
m ost a t the sam e tim e w ith rheu­ 
m atic fev er. 
Both had ■ a mild 
course and in both cases the fami­ 
lies were adv ised to keep the chil­ 
dren In bed for the minimal pe­ 
riod of six weeks. 
Two Cates 
One family was Impressed with 
fhe necessity of this and carried it 
out faithfully: in fact the little 
boy stayed 1u bed. in spite of bis 
protests, for about three months. ( 
In th© other family v ig ilance was 
relaxed after a week, and within 
two weeks the child was up and 
eng ag ed In his usual round of ac­ 
tiv ities, which as is usual in child­ 
hood, were v ery v ig orous.

The influence of climate is well 
shown by the study made by Drs. 
Paul and Dixon of rheumatic fever

geographic locations we find that 
In the northern group rheum atic

W hen this is 
over, the patient feels so good 
ihat he usually wants to get up, 
but wise care demands that these 
patients should spend at least six 
week* in bed after th e subsidence 
of all joint symptoms.
